Chinese Patent Application No. 2393 159 Y published August 23, 2000 discloses: The 
utility model provides a technique of a flatbed barcode reader. The technique principally 
includes a housing and a transparent glass. Inside the housing, there are photoelectric scanner 
and control circuit board. The technique is characterized in that the photoelectric scanner is 
implemented with a contact image sensor, and a synchronizing belt thereunder is wounds 
between a synchronizing-belt tranversing roller and a synchronizing-belt guiding roller. The 
synchronizing guiding roller is fixed to the output shaft of a step motor. A fixing member is 
used to fix the photoelectric scanner to one side of the synchronizing belt. There is additionally a 
sliding track under the photoelectric scanner. The photoelectric scanner has a sliding block. The 
photoelectric scanner and the control circuit board is interconnected with a flexible flat cable.
